I  HAVE  here  printed  all  the  *  English  texts  (folios  4  b- 
169  b)  from  the  early  twelfth-century  Cotton  MS.  Vesp.  D. 
XIV".  The  bulk  of  the  texts  are  taken,  from  ^Ifric's 
Homilies,  some  of  the  others  have  been  printed  elsewhere ; 
references  will  be  given  in  Part  2.  A  second  part  contain- 
ing an  Introduction,  Notes,  and  Glossary  is  in  preparation. 
Except  in  the  case  of  certain  Latin  headings  and  the  signs 
f  and  7  all  contractions  are  expanded  and  denoted  by 
italics.  The  punctuation  and  the  use  of  capitals  have  been 
modernized. 

The  numbers  prefixed  to  the  separate  pieces  are  not  in 
the  MS. 

In  preparing  the  text  I  have  made  but  few  alterations 
from  the  MS.  reading,  but  I  fear  in  this  respect  I  have  not 
been  entirely  consistent. 

The  following  abbreviations  and  contractions  have  been 
used : — 

Camb.  MS.  =  Gg.  3.  28  and  is  the  one  from  which  Thorpe 
printed  ^Ifric's  Homilies. 

(  )  indicates  that  the  words  or  letters  enclosed  are 
written  above  the  line.
